Meanwhile, a committee of school 
librarians in Idaho, working under 
the chairmanship of Mrs. Maxine 
Slagowski of Idaho Falls High 
School, has drawn up standards for 
school library service in our state, 
based upon the new AASL stand- 
ards as a parent document. 

Appearing at our scheduled pro- 
gram at Sun Valley with our school 
librarians and school administra- 
tors will be Miss Gladys Lees. 
Gladys Lees, Supervisor of school 
libraries in the city of Tacoma, is 
an outstanding worker for better 
school libraries in her state and in 
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all of the Pacific Northwest. She 
comes to us as a conference speaker 
and program participant, repre- 
senting the American Association 
of School Libraries, as coordinator 
of the Pilot Program for the Pacific 
Northwest. 


So you see, we have been busy 
assembling an effective program, 
for our May Conference, but we 
don’t want you to think that our 
meeting will be limited to school li- 
brarianship. We are honored to 
have as a conference speaker, Mr. 
John Carson Rather. Mr. Rather is 
our guest from Washington, D. C., 
where he is College Library Spe- 
cialist, for the Library Services 
Branck of the Office of Education. 
His visit to Idaho makes us re- 
member affectionately the pleasant 
meeting we had at last year’s Con- 
ference, with Mary Helen Mahar, 
the School Library Specialist of 
LSB, who was with us at McCall. 

Too, our public librarians will 
have a most important meeting, we 
understand, concerning the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive plan for 
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state public library development. 
Henry Drennan, our State Librar- 
ian, will present a paper on pres- 
ent projection of library growth 
in our state. We believe this meet- 
ing, indeed, to be a most important 
one. 

The Trustees section will wel- 
come Mrs. Gordon Willett, Presi- 
dent of Colorado Library Associa- 
tion, Extension Librarian, State 
Library, Denver. Mrs. Willett will 
serve also as a panelist at our 
other meetings. 

So you see, it looks like a full 
Conference. But, we wouldn’t bring 
you to Sun Valley without leaving 
you some time for play, rest and 
recreation. If you’ll look at the pro- 
gram printed in this issue of the 
Librarian you'll see that we have 
set aside some time for your own 
personal relaxation.

Communism and Freedom

Reading for profit is the motif 
being followed during National Li- 
brary Week at Idaho’s only active- 
duty military installation, Moun- 
tain Home Air Force Base. This 
doesn’t mean reading the stock 
market reports explains Mrs. Pat 
Flenniken, base librarian, but 
rather means reading the books 
and periodicals in the Service li- 
brary than can increase knowledge 
and understanding of America, 
democracy, the Communist conspir- 
acy, history, newly created nations, 
countries in which American serv- 
icemen are stationed and biogra- 
phies of great peopie. 


The United States today is the 
leader of the free nations in their 
determination to remain free and to 
obtain freedom and self-determina- 
tion for all peoples of the world. 
Consequently, the Department of 
Defense believes that all members 
of the Armed Forces must be 
armed with greater knowledge and 
understanding of the political, ec- 
onomic, and ideological forces lined 
up on both sides of this battleline 
between freedom and communism. 


Helping spread this vital know- 
ledge and understanding by high- 
lighting the books in the Service 
library that deal with this struggle

is the military objective of Nation- 
al Library Week. 


Reading, according to General 
L. L. Lemmitzer, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, is one import- 
ant way by which each of our 
country’s soldiers, sailors, airmen, 
and marines—and their officers— 
not only can keep pace with the 
rapidly advancing developments in 
weapons and techniques of warfare 
but, equally important, develop 
them into well-rounded individuals 
with increased awareness and 
knowledge of world affairs, Ameri- 
can politics, and advances in cul- 
tural and scientific areas. 


“We in the military service of 
our country,” continues General 
Lemmitzer, “can reap many ad- 
vantages through judicious read- 
ing. Through books generally avail- 
able at our Service libraries, we 
acquire new knowledge which can 
advance our military careers, help 
us understand peoples of other 
lands, make us more aware of our 
responsibilities and privileges as 
American citizens, and finally, help 
us to explain our democracy and 
way of life to citizens of other 
countries.” 


Library activities at Mountain 
Home Air Force Base follow a fami- 
liar professional pattern. Mrs. Flen- 
niken has one full-time civilian as- 
sistant and two airmen to help with 
chores. The library is open five days 
a week from 12 noon until 9 P.M. 
and on Saturday and Sunday is-open 
from one to five in the afternoon. 


Formerly librarian at Mountain 
Home High School, Mrs. Flenniken 
is now a civil service employee of 
the air base. She looks forward to 
the exciting prospect of an assign- 
ment with an overseas air force li- 
brary someday. Should she receive 
an overseas assignment, her posi- 
tion at Mountain Home Air Force 
Base will be held two years for her 
return. 


The tar-paper library quarters 
are uncomfortably small with 
14,000 books for the base com- 
munity of military and civilian 
personnel. Twenty-nine field libra- 
ries relieve the strain on the main 
library. At present the staff judge 
advocate office has the largest field 
library with 360 books and the 
Leadership School has the second 
largest collection with 82 books. 
Other specialized collections are in 
the departments of weather squad- 
ron, fire department, information 
office, education, civilian personnel, 
base auditors, community center, 
and purchasing and contracting. 


By civilian standards, the book 
budget is generous. From Septem- 
ber through May, 1961, the Air 
Force has allotted $4,200 for techni- 
cal and legal acquisitions, including 
government printing office publica- 
tions and LC cards. From central 
base funds $200 is allotted each 
month for selection and purchase of 
books for general use. A clothbound 
book kit of 30 of the best current 
books is sent each month from the 
Air Force Headquarters (see 
March list at end of this article). 


A book collection called the Mc- 
Naughton Plan supplies a constant 
inventory of 300 books. About 


thirty new books are sent each 
month and the librarian returns 


30 old books—keeping the inven- 
tory at 300. Any of the books may 
be bought at 70% discount and the 
postage is paid both ways. The cost 
of this plan is $105 a month. An 
additional subscription of six books 
comes each month from the Junior 
and Adult Literary Guild for which 
the library pays $126 a year. 


The base library takes 12 news- 
papers and 60 magazine subscrip- 
tions. A record collection of 43 
albums and many single discs gives 
variety to the inventory. 


“This is really a wonderful li- 
brary collection,” says Mrs. Flen- 
niken enthusiastically. “If we just 
had three times the space I could 
adequately display the books we 
have and qualify for additional 
book grants.” A recent grant of 
$2500 for children’s books is mak- 
ing her very conscious of the space 
problem. She estimates that more 
than 40% of the base personnel use 
the library. 


National Library Week activi- 
ties will spotlight purposeful read- 
ing. Service personnel are acutely 
aware that Americans today are in- 
volved in a world-wide struggle with 
the forces of communism. They rea- 
lize that they must know the truth, 
have a firm knowledge of the facts, 
have new ideas, and then take posi- 
tive steps to promote the concepts 
of liberty and freedom. 


The Department of Defense re- 
minds service personnel that many 
will be sent overseas and will be 
called upon to act as unofficial am- 
bassadors of our country. “If you 
would be of greater service to 
America,” they are told, “prepare 
yourselves to be able to discuss 
democracy and communism intelli- 
gently.”

THE TEENAGER IN THE LIBRARY 


MRS. MARJORIE FAIRCHILD, Borah High School Librarian 


This discussion today is to per- 
tain to the high school student in 
the library—or to the young adult, 
as we sometimes like to call him. 
For those of us who work daily 
with this group, we know that they 
are indeed a race apart: there is 
no other bunch like them. Someone 
has said that “adolescence is the 
period between pigtails and cock- 
tails,” or “persons in their teens 
for whom there is no adequate 
terminology.”’ Edith Bishop, who is 
coordinator of the Young Adult 
Services for the Los Angeles Pub- 
lic Library says that because stu- 
dents are vocal and enterprising, 
they are an easily identifiable 
group. “They come to us in such 
numbers that we refer to them as 
‘hordes.’ They crowd the rooms, 
occupy all the chairs, threaten to 
inundate the librarians on duty... 
this creates noise and confusion, 


sometimes altercations, none of 
which is welcomed by other patrons, 
serious students, or the library 
staff. There is greater wear and 
tear on the library materials; pages 
and pictures are torn or cut out; 
sections disappear; underlining and 
marginal notes are common. The 
situation can become truly distress- 
ing, and solutions are needed. In- 
sufficient staff, unsatisfactory 
hours, inadequtate school library 
collections, all cause these prob- 
lems. 


A public library’s peak load, in 
student use, will be from 3:30 to 
9:00 p.m., and provisions must be 
made to take care of it. Even with 
adequate school libraries, which in 
larger cities we hope to maintain, 
during periods of heaviest de- 
mand, it is impossible for the high 
school to fill all the needs; and the 


public library needs to step in. In 
these situations, if meetings could 
be arranged each fall, between 
possible school department heads, 
curriculum advisors and the public 
library’s youth coordinator and the 
school librarian, much mutual co- 
operation might be established. 


Where are students in areas 
with inadequate school libraries, or 
no school library service at all, to 
get traditional materials for assign- 
ments, if they do not have access 
to a good public library? The influx 
of students is actually a real chal- 
lenge to libraries, if we accept it 
realistically and do not get our 
backs to the wall. Their very char- 
acteristics are a challenge to our 
skill in dealing with young folks: 
their awareness of self—a realiza- 
tion of themselves as individuals— 
their uncertainty in a search for 
some stability in an adult world— 
their audacity, as nothing at this 
age is impossible. We need to be- 
lieve in the real power of books. 
The vast amounts of material now 
necessary for quality education 
must be available to all students— 
especially background material in 
the field of social studies and the 
mountain of science material now 
needed. 


A new frontier challenging all 
librarians is that of better service 
to students. We have higher stan- 
dards everywhere; more students 
are going to college, college en- 
trance requirements are annually 
getting tougher. We must be ready 
with what they need for the best 
education. We cannot be satisfied 
with just adequate or even good 
library service—we must have the 
very best. 


You may all have seen a state- 
ment on the national goals which 


we hope to achieve within the next 
ten years. This has its background 
in the findings of a very illustrious 
committee, appointed in February, 
1960, by Mr. Eisenhower—11 dis- 
tinguished Americans appointed to 
a Commission on National Goals, 
the purpose of which should be “to 
develop a broad outline of coordin- 
ated national policies and programs 
for the next decade, and to set up 
a series of goals in various areas 
of national activity.”” Mr. Gardner 
of Carnegie says that in dealing 
with students, the first goal is 
equality of opportunity. This is of 
major importance, because equality 
of opportunity is inherent in our 
Constitution. Mr. Gardner, paren- 
thetically here, proposes the com- 
prehensive high school, just as does 
Mr. Conant, in his now well-known 
report, The American High School 
Today. But, large or small. our goal 
must at all times be excellence, “the 
fullest release of individual compe- 
tencies, a commitment to the high- 
est standards in every phase of 
life,” to quote Mr. Gardner. Stu- 
dents have a right to the best, re- 
gardless of the size of school in 
which they happen to be enrolled. 
Small high schools face mounting 
criticism for their academic short- 
comings. And, in my general read- 
ing, I find that the small high 
school is, as Mr. Gardner says, an 
“anachronism the nation can ill 
afford, in the 1960’s.” Granted 
that in Idaho we have many small 
school systems, many an inadequate 
high school library, what does the 
student in this situation need to 
expect, in his library experience? 
What are the materials he must 
look for in his public library, if 
they are not available to him else- 
where? 


Reference materials, records, 


magazines, the Reader’s Guide to 
Periodical Literature, career mater- 
ial, training in library use, greater 
library security for future use in 
college and in life—all these are 
musts. We hear a great deal these 
days about enrichment: and the 
library is expected to furnish the 
materials for the enrichment pro- 
gram. Why the library has been 
chosen for this mission is not diffi- 
cult to see. It has all come along 
with the recognition of individual 
differences, the departure from tra- 
ditional practices and the emphasis 
on services and resources. It has 
developed out of a neglected book- 
shelf in a principal’s office, or two 
sections of uncataloged material in 
the classroom. And we must further 
face the truth that whether you 
have 1700 students, as at Borah, 
or only 70, as in some small schools, 
the reference and research require- 
ments are the same—a basic col- 
lection, is a must, no matter how 
small or how large a student body 
you serve. 


The success of any library pro- 
gram for students depends upon 
three basic factors: a competent 
librarian; an enlightened adminis- 
tration or library board; and en- 
terprising classroom teachers, who 
will influence the quantity and 
quality of library activity. In a 
school, for example, I suppose the 
librarian knows better than anyone 
else on the faculty the teachers 
who are doing the best job of 
teaching: we know those who give 
the good assignments, the extra 
work, who insist on library re- 
search, who come in ahead of time 
to make arrangements for assign- 
ments to be done. 


There are those who never 
darken our doors. So, with a pub- 


lic library serving a small school, 
the teachers themselves will need 
to make use of the library, to find 
out what is available to them for 
the curriculum needs. 


Present trends in education re- 
cognize the importance of books 
and other materials in the educa- 
tion of our youth in a democratic 
society—and forward-looking libra- 
ries will try to attain the highest 
standards in personnel and re- 
sources. Ability groupings in sub- 
ject areas, expanded and intensi- 
fied science programs, toughening 
of the intellectual content of all 
courses, advanced placement, ac- 
celerated programs in many schools, 
the development of the disciplines 
of more critical thinking, the pro- 
vision of challenging educational 
techniques for superior students 
the better understanding of, and 
time spent on remedial students— 
all these are now a part of today’s 
educational trends. 


Many libraries have limited re- 
sources. The newly published stan- 
dards of the American Library As- 
sociation state that millions of 
school children in the United States 
are being deprived of the full com- 
plement of library resources, and 
the material which they need and 
to which they are entitled; many 
are substandard, and in dire need 
of improvement—and it is up to the 
public libraries to supply their 
needs. Working continuously to- 
ward providing students with the 
resources of teaching and learning 
is a good investment for the com- 
munity. It is the concern and the 
responsibility of citizens every- 
where to lend their support to a 
program of action which leads to 
better libraries and hastens the im- 
provement of existing libraries. It 


is the right of every young person 
to have resources of learning easi- 
ly accessible. Quoting from these 
ALA standards, we find the true 
purposes of the library program for 
students: 


1. To provide them with library 
materials and services appropriate 
and meaningful to their growth as 
individuals. 


2. To stimulate pupils in all 
phases of their reading, so that 
they may find increasing enjoyment 
and satisfaction and may grow in 
critical judgement and apprecia- 
tion. 


3. To provide through library 
experiences helpful interests, satis- 
factory personal adjustments and 
desirable social attitudes. 


4. To help young people become 
skillful and discriminating users of 
libraries and of printed materials. 


5. To participate with teachers 
and administrators in programs for 
the professional growth of the 
school staff. 


Challenging? Of course it is, but 
what librarian worth her salt is 
going to sit by and not accept it? 


On the ALA Front

Idaho librarians may be inter- 
ested to learn that on November 12, 
1960 ground was broken for the 
new ALA building, which is ex- 
pected to be completed in twenty 
months. The new structure is being 
erected on grounds owned by the 
ALA at 50 E. Huron Street, Chi- 
cago, and will cost approximately 
$1,000,000. 


For many years the ALA head- 
quarters staif has lived and worked 
in inadequate, crowded buildings, 
which it had long since outgrown. 
Now a new building, designed and 
planned for specific ALA function, 
is being erected to meet the in- 
creasingly heavy responsibilities 
which an enlarging membership 
imposes. Such a building has been 
urgently needed for many years. 


The cost of this building will 
have to be underwritten by the 
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membership itself, except for lim- 
ited contributions from foundations 
which, to date, have given only a 
modest $50,000. As of mid-Novem- 
ber a grand total of $78,755.24 
had been contributed. Among these 
contributing to the fund were 658 
individuals, organizations and firms. 


Obviously the Assvciation has a 
long way to go to acquire the 
$1,000,000 which it is anticipated 
the building will cost. If each of 
the 24,000 members of the ALA 
pledged or contributed an amount 
equal to his current dues for three 
years, or just gave what he possibly 
could towards the building fund, 
the situation would vastly improve. 


At the Sun Valley PNLA ccn- 
ference the Executive Board of the 
ILA met and unanimously voted 
to contribute $100 toward the build- 
ing fund. This was 2 step in the

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right direction; nevertheless it still 
remains for individual Idaho li- 
brarians to make contributions of 
their own.
